Nineteen of those on board of her were 
saved in the midst of a terrible storm by 
schooner Governor Ames, but four men 
could not be taken off and went down 
with the1 vessel. Forty tons of dynamite, 
three dynamite g-uns and a considerable 
(juantity of ammunition, undoubtedly in- 
tended for the warring Cubans, were on 
board the Tillie when she sank. 


The Governor Ames arrived from New- 


port News at 11 o'clock yesterday. On 
board were the 19 rescued from the Tillie.
